2.40(b)(2) Attending Veterinarian and Adequate Veterinary Care... .repeated failure to 
establish and maintain programs of veterinarian care that use appropriate methods to prevent, 
control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries 

2.75(b)(1) Records: Dealers and Exhibitors... .repeated failure to make, keep and maintain accurate 
records of animal disposition 

3.27(b) Facilities, Outdoor.. ..guinea pigs are housed in outdoor facilities without obtaining prior 
approval from the Deputy Administrator 

3.33(b) Classification and Separation.... repeated failure to appropriately house guinea pigs. 

Guinea pigs shall not be housed in the same primary enclosure with hamsters or with any other 
species of animals 


3.58 Classification and Separation... repeated failure to house animals in compatible groups. 


3.125(a) Facilities General repeated failure to construct and maintain facilities in such a 

manner as to protect animals from injury and to contain the animals 


3.131(a) Sanitation... .DIRECT failure to remove excreta from primary enclosures as often as 

necessary to contamination of the animals contained therein and to minimize disease hazards 
and to reduce odors
